The claims in the application are now claims 40, 44 to 54 and 56 to 58, all other 
claims having been cancelled. 

The present amendment amends claim 40 to more clearly point out what the basic 
acids are and it is believed that the claims are patentable over the prior art for the reasons 
incorporated in the amendment of March 24, 2003 and the amendment of December 9, 
2002 and favorable reconsideration of the application is requested.
